THE 
WALNUT. 


(By Alraon Wheeler, in California Cultivator.) 


5,: All things considered, there is nothing along the line of endeavor 
in horticulture with a more promising future than the walnut. 


To the intending planter, whom the bugbear of overproduction 
may incline from the standard fruits which have been and are being 
planted so extensively each year, we suggest that he meditate seriously 
Upon the walnut and be convinced that he may expect as good re­ 
sults from his labors and as reasonably large financial returns as from 
any other. 


Along the Pacific coast there is such a diversity of soil and climate 
that it is possible to grow all the fruits and nuts of the temperate, 
'many of the semi-tropical countries, and perhaps some few of the 
tropical. 
This being true, why should we incline too much to the 
same thing? 


That the walnut has succeeded is proved by the great orchards 
of the south which have been producing profitable crops for many 
years past and according to reports will surpass all records for the 
state this present season. To show how the state authorities at 
/Berkeley regard the walnut we quote from their bulletin No. 231, 
a book of 400 pages: "The present bulletin represents the results 
of the most extensive, and perhaps the most important investigation 
undertaken by the department of plant pathology since its forma­ 
tion." 
Then again from the same bulletin: 
"Under favorable and 
normal conditions walnut growing is one of the most attractive hor­ 
ticultural pursuits which can be imagined.'' 


The trees require comparatively little care compared with citrus 
fruits and they are subject to comparatively few pests or diseases. 
The price of the crop has almost invariably been good and first class 
walnuts have always sold readily and at excellent prices. The prod­ 
uct is not subject to decay, freezing, or other danger which are com­ 
mon to most fruit crops. No unusual skill is required to conduct 
a well established walnut grove, and all in all this crop is, as said 
above, perhaps the most attractive and the best adapted to the aver­ 
age settler coming to California where favorable conditions for its 
production obtain. 


This paper is not written by one possessed with expert and tech­ 
nical knowledge nor one who by close study and investigation is 
ready to announce anything new or startling, but rather by one who 
has planted the young tree, cared for it from infancy to the bearing 
age, 
and who looking back can profit by mistakes and proffer when 
wanted a little advice to the beginner. 
Nor will we attempt any 
lengthy discussion of varieties, rootstocks, pruning or the lack of 
pruning, etc., for you will find as many different opinons as there are 
owners of walnut 
orchards, but will merely touch upon the 
subject in a general way. 


Though walnuts like many other fruits may live and grow on 
indifferently to a somewhat uncertain maturity in various locations, 
it is equally true that they succeed in some localities and soils better 
than in others, and as we all plant orchards with the expectation 
of profitable returns, it may be taken for granted the intending 
planter has satisfied himself that he has made a wise selection of both 
and has the necessary moisture conditions, either naturally in the soil 
or to be obtained artificially by irrigation. 
These are the first and 
vital requisites, and after them comes the selection of variety or 
varieties. 


By far the larger number, or we might say practically all the 
orchards of the south are of the improved seedling varieties of the 
English nut.' These have been and are subject to great loss from 
the blight, for which there is no adequate remedy known up to the 
present time. It is thought by many that the late blooming French 
varieties, grafted on the native black root are immune to this, and 
our experience in Santa Clara, county tends strongly to confirm 
this belief. 
- 


This past winter of heavy and continued rains and the cold damp 
spring have,been very favorable to the infection, and in the seedling 
English trees, though heavily loaded with nuts, the crop will be 
practically worthless as the proportion of light nuts will be so large 
that it will be very difficult to interest buyers in such stock. 


These conditions are responsible for the slight indication of its 
appearance in the French, as it follows that the same conditions 
are responsible for its unusual severity in the seedlings, but they 
are affected more or less every season and are very uucertain. 


As for soils, a deep, warm, strong, well drained soil is the ideal, 
. but that they will grow and bear profitably elsewhere is proved by 
the trees we see in black, heavy adobe and in soils that were once 
thought adapted for grapes only. 


Did you ever see a roadside avenue of walnuts and note the tree 
opposite the house, where it got the surplus water from the lawn, 
how much larger, stronger and better filled with nuts it was than the 
rest? 
Then plenty of moisture but no hardpan to hold water and 
rot the roots. 


As to overproduction, that spectre that seemingly haunts the 
citrus man, the prune man and others, the walnut man may not fear 
for. a long time to come, as statistics show that with a steadily in­ 
creasing consumption only about 30 per cent of the produet is pro­ 
duced in the United States, which means the Pacific coast and, per­ 
haps Ave had better say, California. 
The plantings of walnut trees 
in past years, though considerable,- are insignificant compared with 
plantings of other fruits, and with such limited plantings it will be 
foolish to worry about too much of a good thing. 
When the Fran- 
quette and Mayette and kindred varieties are grown in sufficient 
quantities to be offered in all the markets of the country, such a de­ 
mand will be created that it will be limited only by our ability to 
supply and the power of the consumer to buy. 


Let us quote from a letter written to us by a man of wide ex­ 
perience and connected with one of the leading fruit industries of 
the state: "The sack of walnuts (Franquette, 100 pounds) arrived 
in due time and they have been an absolute revelation to us, being 
far and away the best walnuts we have ever seen. 
There is certainly 
a big future in the walnut industry if such walnuts as these can be 
produced. , We have not known that there were such walnuts." 


We may add that this same gentleman has already placed an order 
with us for-150 pounds of the coming crop for his personal use. 


Isn't this creating a market? 


NEBRASKA IN THE LONG AGO. 


What IS Now a Dry Plain W a s Once 
the Bed of a Great Sea. 


South of Platte river, opposite Nortb 
Bend, Neb., the bluffs are conspicu­ 
ous and couslst of loess and glacial 
drift, overlying the Benton shale. This 
shale was formed when Nebraska was 
at the bottom of u sen. 
Evidence of 
the former presence here of sea water 
Is found In the fossil shells of oysters 
and other animals that live In salt wa­ 
ter and Uie bones of such sea monsters 
as the mosasaurus. 


A comparison of these ancient condi­ 
tions with those of the present day In­ 
dicates the slow, continuous change 
that is now and always has been in 
progress. 
Where the tourist now trav­ 
els comfortably over a-dry plain these 
monsters sported In the water of the 
sea long ages ago. On the shores of 
this aucleut sen lived equally strange 
beusts and birds of types that have 
long been extluct. and over Its water 
sailed great flying dragons—the ptero­ 
dactyls. 


The animals of that day were strik­ 
ingly different from those of the pres­ 
ent. The birds, unlike any now living, 
had jaws armed with teeth. The mon- 
archs of the air then were not In fact 
birds but flying reptiles, whose fore 
limbs had been modified into wings by 
the enormous elongation of fingers be­ 
tween which stretched thin membranes 
like the wings of a bat. These flying 
dragons, some of which had a stretch 
of 
eighteen 
feet, 
were 
carnivorous. 
They were animated engines of de­ 
struction that somewhat forcibly sug­ 
gest the modern 
war airplanes, of 
which they were In a sense the proto­ 
types.—Geological Survey Bulletin.

ARGUMENTS MADE IN FAVOR OF PROPOSED BOND ISSUE 
FOR NEXT FALL ELECTION. 


Alter a long analysis of the conditions now and necessities ap­ 
parent for the future,, twenty-four towns of the San Gabriel valley 
and in other territory near Los Angeles, through their chambers of 
commerce, have prepared arguments for the proposed $3,000,000 bond 
issue for the completion of the county highway system. In requesting 
the submission of the bond project to the voters, the towns point 
out that the county issue will not work against the proposed $15,000,- 
000 for the state highway system, but, instead, will greatly benefit 
the movement. 


One of the first benefits of the bond issue, the chambers of com­ 
merce point out, will be " t h e turning loose* at present into the chan­ 
nels of trade in Los Angeles county of $3,000,000 in cash. 
It means 
a relief of 'hard times' conditions to the extent of $3,000,000. 
There­ 
fore the argument of 'hard timeH' has no application whatever to the 
proposed bond issue of $3,000,000." 


In outlining the general location of three of the proposed roads, 
which are among those contemplated by the issue, the paper s*ys: 


" L o s Angeles county has not one mountain highway into the 
Hierra Madre range at any point. 


" M i n t canyon is not a mountain highway. 
It is a utility road up 
Mint canyon for one-half of the distance, with a divergence thence 
over a large plateau for the remainder of the way. 
This goes through 
the most arid portion of Liic mountains, at the lowest elevation, which 
is practically treeless. 
In no sense is it a scenic roadway, although 
it is, perhaps, the best commercial route available. 
Always it will 
be used chiefly for heavy freight and trucking, because of its low 
grade, being on an average of but 3 per cent uphill, but at one point 
rising to about (i per cent for a short distance as it crosses over the 
last bridge into the Antelope valley. 


" T h e real mountain routes are those of the Arroyo Seco and Ban 
Gabriel canyons. 
The regions to be traversed by these roads for a 
distance of thirty miles are of the wildest conceivable description, 
the natural and primeval habitat of all the wild animal life of South 
crn California. 


" I n addition to these, we encounter waterfalls of the greatest 
beauty, romantic pine forests and almost impenetrable growths of 
bay, laurel and sumac and oaken timber. 


"Frequently the roadway winds around peaks or mountain sides 
from which we catch a view sometimes of the distant ocean or of the 
intervening orchards and fields, and sometimes, far below us, of the 
canyon bottoms, with a variety of scenery, unfamiliar and amazing 
to the person who spends his life amid the toil and grime of the city, 


" F o r exhibiting such views to the American tourist the Alpine 
communities derive/an income of upwards of $200,000,000 a year. 
If 
Ave put the matter on the basis of metal money, how will the merchants 
and tradesmen of Los Angeles like the prospect of a similar income? 


" R a t h e r than weaken the state issue, the carriage of the local 
bonds will positively strengthen it. 
If by failure; of the supervisors 
to propose the local issue, in the circumstances arising from opposi­ 
tion by the highway commission, the voters, or at least those of the 
twenty-four incorporated cities favorably to be affected by the county 
issue, shall become antagonistic or indifferent, what is to be said as 
to the strengthening influence of the adoption of the county highway 
issue, in the face of the following facts'/ 


" T h e Owens river state route, to be built from the $15,000,000 
proposed state bond issue, will unite at Palmdale either with the Miut 
canyon route coming through the San Fernando valley; or the Arroyo 
Seco route coming through the mountains at a point between Glen- 
dale and Pasadena; or the San Gabriel route coming to Los Angeles 
through the San Gabriel valley. 
Now. if the local bonds carry and 
these three mountain highways are built, they will unite at Palmdale. 
Also the state highway coming down the Owens river valley will join 
the Palmdale terminus of all these three routes. 
This will make the 
Mint canyon route, and therefore the San Fernando valley, a part of 
the Owens river state highway. 
Also it will make the Arroyo Seco 
route, and therefore the Pasadena and Glendale region, a part of the 
Owtms river state highway. 
Also it will make the San Gabriel route, 
and therefore the San Gabriel valley, a part of the Owens river state 
highway. ' 


The travelers coming to California and thence southward by the 
transcontinental Owens river route, at Palmdale will have the choice 
of coming to Los Angeles by the Mint canyon boulevard through the 
San Fernando valley; also at Palmdale they will have a choice of 
coining to 
IJOS Angeles either by way of the Arroyo Seco route, 
through Pasadena and Glendale, or by way of the San Gabriel route, 
through the San Gabriel valley. 


CHURCH AND PRESS. 


Action just taken by the United Presbyterian synod of New York 
deserves notice. 
Formally this body has gone on record commending 
journals that exckule liquors-advertisements. 
That is good as far as 
it goes. 
But the synod added: 
" W e advise our people to forward 
this projnising movement by letters of appreciation . . . and by their 
p a t r o n a g e . " 
That is better. 
But it would seem t h a t one step still 
remains, namely, deliberate organization of the adherents of the 
church in support of a journalism with ethical standards, a journalism 
that spurns tainted income. 


Were the religious and ethical forces of the United States organ­ 
ized in some such practical way to favor with their patronage the 
newspapers that refuse advertisements of businesses that is hostile 
to social welfare, and to withhold patronage from periodicals that 
will provide publicity for any form of business that may be able to 
meet the journal's rates, then journalism in the United States would 
undergo a sudden clean-up. 
For forces within are working toward 
this ideal of moralized advertising; and accession of favor from with­ 
out would greatly strengthen the hands of the reformers within. 


CRIMINAL COMPLAINT PILED 


AGAINST LOCAL BARBER. 


An aftermath of the civil case of W. 
B. Davis against P. W. Cheney is the 
filing of a criminal complaint through 
the district attorney's office, charging 
Cheney with petty larceny. 


At the civil trial before Recorder 
Smith of^ Covina, it was alleged by 
Davis in the complaint^ that he had 
been damaged to the extent of $200 
through the removal of certain pipes 
and plumbing from his property when 
Cheney, who was his tentant, moved 
his barber shop to another location. 
Davis claimed that Cheney too"k plumb­ 
ing with him which belonged to the 
Davis property. Recorder Smith found 
a verdict in the favor of Cheney, de­ 
ciding thnt Cheney had acted within 
his rights. Cheney was defended in the 
case by Attorney H. N. Wells, and 
counsel for Duvis was Attorney Dailey 
8. Stafford. 


During the civil trial it developed 
through testimony that the pipes and 
plujubing in question were worth about 
$40. 
A criminal complaint was then 
listed for by Davis, charging Cheney 
with 
the 
larceny of the pipes uud 
plumbing in' question. 


The case has been set for the six­ 
teenth of September. It will be tried 
by a justice of the peace called in by 
Justice Stafford, as it would not be 
possible for the local justice to decide 
a case "in which he had figured formerly 
as a prosecuting attorney. 
Attorney 
Stafford has withdrawn from the case 
also, as it is not allowable for him to 
be connected with any case before a 
justice of the peace in the county while 
himself holding the position of juBtice. 
Davis, when asked this week concern­ 
ing the criminal complaint, said that he 
knew nothing of the technicalities, and 
would not discuss it.

All Listings Tor the Three Exchanges, 
Including a Dozen Cities and Com­ 
munities, Are Found in Alphabetical 
Order Without Community Segrega­ 
tion—Valley Is One Big Community. 


GREATER PRODUCTION OP 


GOLD IN CALIFORNIA. 


Mine Output of Gold Greater Than 
That of Any Other State in 1914 and 
the Largest in 32 Years. 


That the whole valley is one com­ 
munity in business pursuits and common 
desires; that city boundary lines are 
meaningless except for the transaction 
of municipal affairs and for taxation 
dead-lines; 
that -the people at large 
realize the " o n e n e s s " of their aim in 
making the east end of the Han Gabriel 
valley more beautiful and more pros­ 
perous, and that one community no 
longer works against another, but all 
communities for the common good of 
the valley, is very effectively portray­ 
ed in the last issue of the Home Tele­ 
phone Company directory for the val­ 
ley, which has conformed to a gradual 
and insistent demand that the listings 
shall be alphabetical for the whole val­ 
ley and not listed under separate cities, 
towns and small communities. 


For years, the men and women who 
have been in touch with the adminis­ 
tration of affairs in the upper San Ga­ 
briel valley have known that the tele­ 
phone directory was confusing to the 
stranger trying to do business on the 
long distance telephone, and confusing 
often also to residents in two portions 
of the valley .trying to get into com­ 
munication with each other. 


" W h e r e do you l i v e ? " 
asks 
the 
friend in Los Angeles of the friend who 
is visiting him from this valley. The 
answer is: " O u t near Covina," or, out 
near«Azusa, near Puente, etc. A little 
later tho friend in Los Angeles wants 
to telephone to the friend in the valley. 
He looks in the Covina telephone list. 
Not there. Ho asks central—says that 
his friend lives in Covina. She says he 
has no telephone—not listed. He is sure 
that his friend has a telephone. But he 
has to give it up in despair. As a mat­ 
ter of fact the friend living in the val­ 
ley has a ranch between two communi­ 
ties, and speaks of living In one town 
while his telephone may be listed in 
the directory of another town. 


This has heen 
changed. 
Manager 
Wright found that his idea of getting 
nil names alphabetically under one list­ 
ing, afterwards 
designating ' the town 
exchange on the same lino, was an idea 
that mot with instant approval. Ho did 
not find any persons who said, " W e 
want all our town phones listed under 
tho head of our town. Wo aro bigger 
than the other towns more important, 
and want the advertising that wo will 
get from a separate list." 


Not one person advanced this idea. 
Several 
years 
ago—well, 
times 
have 
changed, that's all, and there is a dif­ 
ferent feeling in tho valley. There are 
city lines showing the umount of terri­ 
tory 
incorporated in each town, but 
business interests know no lines, nor 
do people in working for the general 
good of the valley. For years it lias 
been a fact that moro phones were list­ 
ed under the Covina title thnn those 
listed under other towns, but this did 
not signify the population or the wealth' 
or the importance of the Covina mile-; 
square particularly, inasmuch us half 
the listed Covina phones were outside J 
of the incorporation. 
Covina, under J 
tin* old listing, was getting the best 
end of the advertising effect, but when 
tho change was made for the present 
(Iirectory, no one showed any dog-in- 
t he-inn nger 
spirit—because 
the spirit 
of the valley lias changed. 


All subscribers are receiving the new 
directory this week. 
Manager 
Wright 
asks this newspaper to announce that 
anyone 
who has inud verteatly 
been 
overlooked will ineurr a favor upon tho 
eompuny by telephoning the fact to 
the central office in Covina.

Tfie yield of gold from 
California 
mnies in 1914, as reported by Charles 
G. Yale, of the United States Geolog­ 
ical 
Survey, was $20,5(53,469, 
which, 
with the exception of that in 1883, was 
the largest production since 18G4. 


The total value of the mine output 
of gold, silver, copper, leand and zinc 
was $25,710,(545, so that the value of 
the gold recovered amounted to SO per 
cent of the total 
value of the five 
metals. 
The mine production of cop­ 
per was 30,507,692 pounds, valued at 
$4,057,523; 
that 
of 
silver, 
1,471,859 
ounces, valued at $813,938; that of 
lead, 4,251,923 pounds, valued at $165,- 


825, 
and that 
of zinc 
was 389,471 
pounds, valued at $19,8(53. The num­ 
ber of producing mines was 658, of 
which 340 were placers that 
yielded 
gold and silver valued at $9,100,136. 
This output from 
placer mining was 
$242,590 more in 1914 than in 1913 and 
was exceeded in 1914 only by that 
from Alaska. The placers produced 44 
per cent of the output of gold from 
California in 1914, and the 60 gold 
dredges operated produced 8(5 per tent 
of the placer gold and 38 per cent of 
the gold derived from all sources. The 
gold recovered by dredging amounted 
to $7,783,394, of which the field near 
Marys vi lie, 
Yuba 
county, 
produced 
$2,755,734; that 
near Oroville, 
Butte 
county, $1,(537,5 1 5; and that near Fol- 
som,. Sacramento 
county. 
$2,101,653 
Dredges, operated in Calaveras, Mer­ 
ced, Placer, Siskiyou, Stanislaus, and 
Trinity counties, recovered $1,228,502. 
Dredge mining was first started in Cal­ 
ifornia in 1896, and the total quantity 
of gold recovered by that method of 
mining up to the end of 1914 was $71,- 
307,706.

GLENDORA GROWERS FORM 


M. O. D. ASSOCIATION. 


Plans which have been under way for 
the past few weeks looking toward the 
organization of a new packing house 
have culminated in the incorporation 
of 
an association of growers to be 
known as the Glendora Hillside Groves. 


The following officers have been elect­ 
ed for the first year: D. W. MacDon- 
ald, president; C. A. Hammond, vice- 
president; Stanley R. Pratt, secretary. 


The plans of the association call for 
the building of a new packing house 
of a size and equipment to care for at 
least a hundred and fifty cars of or­ 
anges and lemons the first year. Actual 
construction will commence within a 
few weeks, although a definite site has 
not yet been selected. Most of the acre­ 
age represented by the growers in the 
association 
lies 
along 
the 
foothills 
above the boulevard, it being the policy 
of the organization to confine 
itself 
mainly to hillside fruit. 
Growers rep­ 
resenting about 250 acres have so far 
signified their intention of joining the 
association. 


It is the aim of th new organization 
to put up an especially fine pack, and 
several of the newer ideas in the mar­ 
keting of'the fruit will be incorporated. 
It is believed that a market can bo 
built up in certain ccntors in the east 
that will bring in definite f.o.b. orders 
for tho fruit of this association. The 
individual brands of the new house will 
be pushed aggressively rather than ad­ 
vertising under a general trade brand. 


Tho Glendora Hillside Groves will be 
a member of the Mutual Orange Dis­ 
tributors and all of the marketing will 
bo handled by this organization.

POTATO 
CAMPAIGN 


MEETINGS TO BE HELD. 


The decline of yield of potatoes to 
one-fifth that of five yeas ago in most 
of the potato growing sections of Cali­ 
fornia is both startling and alarming. 
The cause is well known by the few. 
It is fungus attack. 
Methods to de­ 
stroy these fungi are known. 
Disease- 
free seed is scarce and difficult to pro­ 
cure. Certified seed, known t o be sound, 
brings from two to 
five 
times 
that 
which has not been inspected. It fol­ 
lows that education 
regarding 
theso 
handicaps to successful potato growing 
is a vital need to our potato growers. 
This has led to the following schedule 
of potato meetings in September, which 
are announced by State Commissioner 
of Horticulture A. J. Cook:
